Unemployment benefit pay- 
ments to Florida's insured job- 
less workers dropped $49,415 
in September to $3,133,839, 
Industrial Commission 
Chairman James T. Vocelle re- 
ports this week. 

Belle Glade was one of 14 
Florida State Employment Of- 
fices reporting increases over 
jthe previous month. Payments 
were up $2,093 to $27,520. 

Vocelle said the state-wide 
payments exceeded three million 
dollars a month for three 
straight months. 

“The fact that we paid out 
60% more in benefits in Sept- 
ember than in September last 
year reflects the gradualness of 
full business recovery,” Vocelle 
said. Part of the increase is at- 
tributed to the growth of the 
state's population and number 
of workers covered by the in- 
surance program.

Florida's total growth, of 
course, was made up of that of 
her separate counties: Palm 
Beach County, -in` that» same 
period, increased her population 
122%. z 

Florida is no stranger to ra- 
pid, steady growth. Since 1860, 
she has almost exactly doubled 
her population every 20 years. 
This steadiness of rapid grow- 
th — the steadiest in the na- 
tion — is an infallible index of 
the stability of the thing or 
things causing that growth. 

In the 7-year period since 
1950 Florida's population in- 
creased 48% to lead, in rate of 
increase, the nation’s top ten 
states in numerical increase. 
Florida’s continued numerical 
increase of 1,327,000 put her in 
fourth place; out ranking such 
large states as New York, Ill- 
inois and Ohio. If Florida con- 
tinues to grow at that same 
tate, then by 1964 her popula- 
tion will exceed 6 million, 

In that same 7-year period, 
1950-1957, /Palm Beach County 
increased 67% with an, addi- 
tion of 76,000 on top of 115,000, 
Again, continuing at that same) 
rate of 67% for the next 7 years 
her population by 1964 wilh 
reach 320,000. 

What was the primary source 
of these tremendous increases? 

People like to live and work 
in Florida and especially in 
Palm Beach County. Families 
moving into Florida account for 
74% of her total net increase. 
In detailed comparison of 10 
leading” states in population 
growth due to net Inmigration, 
the six year period, 1950-1958, 
over 2400 persons per week 
moved into and stayed in Flor 
ida 

Th Palm Beach County for the 
T-year period, 1950-1957, 62,000 
of her 68,000 increase in popula- 
tion, or 82%, was due to net 
immigration.

The pattern of employment 

in Palm Beach County has not 
changed ‘substantially since 
1950. 
In 1957 the population per job 
was 2%4'persons as against 2 1-3 
in. 1950..The, so called increase 
in employment lags but little 
behind increase in population, 
reflecting ~ in part - the slight 
increase in oldsters. Primary or 
|Extractive and Processing cate- 
gories of. employment, i. e., 
Agriculture & Mining, Manufac- 
turing and Construction, includ- 
ed 35.5% of the total. The bal- 
ance of 64.5% were in Trades 
and Services. 

In a highly industrialized areay 
such as the Allentown-Bethle- 
hem and Easton Area, just the 
reverse obtains;- 59% of Total 
Employment is in the Extractive 
and Processing categories and 
41% in Trades and Services. 
In such an area there are little, 
if any, extra transients such as 
make up our ‘tourist business. 
The primary jobs create all oth 
er jobs, 59 primary jobs ap- 
parently created 41 other jobs, 
or roughly 100 primary jobs 
create 70 secondary jobs. Ap- 
plying this ratio to Palm Beach 
County, it is evident that pri- 
mary employment (Extractive 
and Processing), crested 56% 
of the 7-year increase’ in em- 
ployment and 449 was created 
by thé Tourist Business.. This 
compares with about 60% for 
Dade County where the import- 
ant agriculture industry is a 
much smaller part of the econ- 
omy. 

Next to the tourist business 
the greater creator of jobs was 
Agriculture, with 37% of the 
total. Next was Construction 
with 12%, followed by Manu- 
facturing's 7%. 

These figures are qualitative 
but jt is"cur opinion that they 
afford a very good pict of 
the pattern of Palm. Beach 
County's economy because wag- 
es and salaries, in general make 
up about 65% of total income 
payments to individuals. 

The freeze and the recession 
zertainly effected our employ- 
ment adversely, but in most re- 
spects to a lesser degree than 
the recession alone effected the 
cduntry as a whole, as shown 
by the following table.
